in Auto; Laid

Joseph Faul, 36 years old, 3526 West 
Jackson boulevard, was shot and killed 
last night by two men as he sat in his 
automobile in front of the saloon of 
Charles Becker, 3157 Fifth avenue. 

Faul, a member of the plumbers’ 
union, had recently been elected a dele- 
gate of that organization to attend the 
international convention of the Asso- 
.clation of Plumbets and Steamfitters,

-'The killers drove up to the spot in a 
large black sedan. Faul a minute or 
two before had arrived in his own auto- 
mobile.

The two men halted their car and 
stepped out. They walked over to his

He died 
on the way. 

Barlier in the evening Faul had at- 
tended a meeting of the thirty-two del- 
egates to the Atlantic City convention. 
Everything was harmonious, according 
to the business agent of the union, 
Charles Mulcahy. He described Faul 
as a sober, industrious workman who 
had no connection with rackets—a 
man without enemies, so far as he 


knew. 
Hold It Mistaken Identity. 

+ Faul Sr., father of the slain 
man, advanced the theory that it was 
a case of mistaken identity. He said 
his son worked daily for his r2gular 
wage of $14 and was devoted to his 
wife and two children. He neither 
drank nor smoked, the father added. 
The police could find no plausible rea- 
son for the killing and nothing to tn- 
dicate that Faul had enemies except a 
report that “he was handy with his 


fists.

Flyer’s Head Crushed. 

Examination at the morgue disclosed

as to cause instant death. His head 
had been crushed and all limbs broken.

Washington, D. C., July 13.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The tragic end of Capt. Car- 
ranza of the Mexican army after his 
epoch making good will flight from 
Mexico to the United States, came as 
a great shock to officiat Washington, 
which, during his recent visit here, 
had come to know the young aviator 
well and admire him greatly. 
Recognized as a natural-born avia- 
tor and appreciated for his modest 
qualities, Capt. Carranza was hailed in 
death as one who had done much to 
cement ties of friendship between the 
United States and Mexico. That his 


death should have occurred on Ameri- 
can soil soon after taking off on his 
return flight, is considered most de- 
plorable. 
“All I can say at a time of such 
a great tragedy and misfortune to my 
country,’ said Mexican Ambassador 
Mauel C. Tellez, is to express regret 
for the loss of such a true hero and 
patriot. On a mission to symbolize 
the growing friendly understanding be- 
tween our two countries, Capt. Car- 
ranza has sacrificed himself in that 
endeavor. Let if suffice to wish that 
his heroic death will but serve to 
contribute more to the good cause.” 


Spletidid Type of Mexican. 


Francis White, assistant secretary 
of state in charge of Latin-American 
affairs, said: : 

“When Capt. Carranza was here 
we had the opportunity of meeting 
him and knowing what a splendid type 
of Mexican he was.

WHEN AND HOW TO 


REMOVE A MOLE. 


RACTICALLY atl birthmarks and 
moles which develop in later life 
can be removed. Many of them 
whould be in order to remove dan- 
ger of cancer. Most of them can be 
left with entire safety. However, many 
that can be left with safety should be 
removed because they make the posses- 
eer conspicuous, or because they are un- 


Objectionable otherwise are so located 
that they interfere in some way. 
Those which are in most danger of be- 
coming cancerous are the pigmented 
varieties, especially the biue-black 
moles. Most of these are acquired after 
birth. The ordinary birthmark seldom 
develops into cancer. If a pigmented 
mole is located in a place where it is 
easily hurt, cut, rubbed, or made sore, 
tt is especially dangerous. For instance, 
@ mole lecated in an drea that is shaved 
over is quite likely to develop into can- 
cer. 

This leads to the next point and that 
4s, that birthmarks and moles should not 
be tampered with. They should be left 
entirely alone or else they should be 
properly and completely removed by 
some one with experience in that line 
of work. 

The treatment of birthmarks and moles 
has been making progress in the Jast 
twenty years. There are somewhere 
about a dosen methods of proper treat- 
ments and some others that are im- 
proper. For instance, the removal of a 
mole by a paste of any sort would be 
regarded as an improper method. Each 
of these dozen proper methods has its 
place. Each gives good results when 
used for the kind of birthmark or mole 
for which it is suited. As a rule, the 
mark can be removed completely and 
safely without leaving any scar or much 
of a mark to indicate where it was. The 
operator bas a considerable list of pro- 
codures from which to choose. 

Dr. J. V. Klander discusses the various 
methods for the information of his fel- 
low practitioners in a recent number of 
the Journal American Medica] Associa- 
tion. He tells them which procedure he 
has found suited especially for each va- 
riety of birthmark and mole.

NEW YORK.—Fearful riots have 
begun in opposition to the draft 
which has commenced here. The 
machinery, books, blanks, etc., of one 
draft office were destroyed and the 
building burned. The mob quickly 
swelled to thousands. ‘ Gen. Wool 
ordered to the scene a large number 
of marines from the Brooklyn navy 
yard, besides a considerable number of 
regular army troops. The National 
Guard reserve has been called out. 
Two elegant buildings in Lexington 
avenue were burned. Police were 
overpowered and horribly beaten. A 
detachment of 750 of the provost 
guard were surrounded and stoaed. 
One soldier was actually beaten to 
death. Some twelve policemen were 
so brutally treated their recovery is 
hopeless. No doubt exists as to tha 
death of Supt. Kennedy. Every Negro 
who has been seen by the mob has 
been either murdered or horribly 
beaten. Some twenty have thus far 
been killed, Joseph Howard, late city 
editor of the Times, was attacked by 
the mob with shouts, *‘ Here's an Abo- 
litionist,” and was about to be hung 
to a lamp post when the mob’s at. 
tention was diverted and he escaped.

Russian’s Report of Rescue. 
MOSCOW, July 13.—(/)—A full re- 
port of the rescue of the Viglierj 
group of five men of the Nobile expedi- 
tion was received in Moscow. today 
from Prof. Samoilovitch, leader of the 
Russian rescue expedition. His re- 
port follows: 

“Within three miles from the 
Viglieri group, the Krassin sighted 
the remnants of an airplane, the aban- 
doned machine of the Swedish flyer, 
Lieut. Lundborg, and the red tent of 
the Italla from which was coming 
smoke signals in response to the deaf- 
ering siren blasts continually sounded 
from the Krassin. 

“The Krassin then drew up Be 
alongside of the ice field which was 
harboring the victims. I climbed 
down a trap ladder which was low- 
ered from the boat and found my- 
self.in the outstretched arms of the 
rescued men who embraced and 
kisS8ed me as they wept tears of joy. 
They said that throughout they had 
pinned all hope on the Krassin but 
did not expect it to come so soon, 
“All those rescued and taken aboard 
were well save Ceccioni who has a 
broken leg, but his condition is not 
grave.” 
Take Lundborg’s Plane Aboard. 


Prof. Gamdilovitch said that the 
¢rew of the Krassin then began load- 
ing Lieut. Lundborg’s plane aboard 
the Krassin. It was in this machine 
that the Swedish airman made a 
perilous landing on June 24 on the 
ice and succeeded in taking off Gen. 
Nobile. On a second flight to the en- 
campment to take off the injured 
Ceccioni, the plane turned over as it 
landed and Lieut. Lundborg found 


After thirteen days 
of hardship, shared with the men 
that he had hoped to rescue, the 
Swedish flier was taken off by a com- 
rade, Lieut.

The Viglieri group, was found in 
mu@h better condition than Captains 
Nariano and Zappi. After the men 
had been taken aboard the Krassin, 
they bathed, had lunch with the crew 
and then went to sleep in specially 
repared quarters. 

The gondola of the Italia was found 
completely wrecked about quarter 
of a mile from the little camp Whose 
red tent had been a beacon light for 
the rescue parties for So long. The 
wreckage made a heap of tubes, 
broken apparatus and shattered in- 
struments. Kiverything of possible 
value was salvaged. 

No Food for 13 Days. : 
Further details of the rescue of 
Mariano and Zappi were also received 
in Moscow. These men wept and 
laughed with joy as they were wrapped 
in blankets by the rescuing party and 
carried aboard the Krassin. 

For thirteen duys they had had 
nothing to eat, gind for warmth they 
had only two blankets left. On sight- 
ing Chukhnovsky Tuesday evening 
Mariano cut big letters from a piece 
of tarpaulin to form the words: “Good! 
Help!” 

When at length they sighted the 
Krassin Zappi feared the tiny icebergs 
to which he and his comrade were 
clinging would be smashed to bits, 
and the two Italians waved their 
hands frantically to their would-be 
rescuers to stop. The Russians, fear- 
ing they would smash the little ice 
refuge, stopped about 200 yards away 


still remaining.

OF HORATIO ALGER 


of Hard Work. 


BY JOHN STEELE. 
_ [Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
RIGA, LatVia, July 13.—I have been 
visiting one of the large estates which 


the Latvian government has broken 
up into small farms. 
The estate consisted of about 5,000 
acres, and employed about twenty-five 
permanent workers. Baron Wolf, the 
former owner, still owns the great 
house and about 300 acres, where he 
conducts a model horse breedfmg es- 
tablishment. While he is not as 
wealthy as he was before the agrarian 
reform. he is quite comfortably off. 
The rest of the estate has been cut 
up into twenty-five 
which supports a family of five or 
more, so that, instead of twenty-five 
or so landless laborers gaining their 
living from this tract of country, 125 
or more persons are living on it and 
nearly as many men as the original 
staff are now employed in the forest 
area, which has been taken over by 
the state. 

Farm Proves Eye Opener. 
One of these farms, which I selected 
at random for inspection, proved an 
eye opener in what determination and 
industry can do in a few years, The 
occupant and owner, who will have 
his freehold all paid for in thirty 
years, was formerly a laborer on the 
estate, and when the division took 
place he secured a piece of land about 
forty acres in extent. All he got was 
the bare land and a set of plans from 
which to build a house. On none of | 
these estates was there a single farm- 
house, except the group of buildings 
around the great house which in 
nearly every case Were retained by 
the original own@t. He got no grant 
from the state, and his stock consisted 
of one horse and one cow. All he had 
in addition to that were four capable 
pairs of hands and four broad backs, 
those of himself, his wife, and their 
two sons. About half the land he got 
Was arable and the rest permanent 
pasture and forest. 

Today I found a good house of eight 
rooms, built of wood from the owner’s 
own forest, which he and his sons 
had felled themselves and sawn into 
boards with their own hands. They 
had a little skilled help from a local 
carpenter in building the house. Most 
of the labor they did themselves. 
There were also two large barns, one 
for hay and grain, and one for cattle, 
also, built of wood from the forest; a 
Russiangbathhouse built of logs from 
the same forest, whére the family 
steam themselves over hot stones 
twice a week; and a cellar for milk 
and butter. 

Has Much Live Stock. 


The farmer owned six good cows, 
two horses, twenty sheep and lambs, 
and a dozen pigs, and he has money 
in the bank. The house inside was 
scantily furnished, because, as the 


make much furniture yet, but it was 
serupulously clean, and in one corner 
of the room Was a spinning wheel on 
which the wife spins the yarns of 
flax and wool from which most of the 
family’s clothes are made. 
The farm is almost entirely self- 
contained. The family produces prac- 
tically everything it eats and wears, 
and its only use for money is to buy 
a few luxuries like tea and sugar, and 
to pay the installments to the state, 
which will soon make them owners of 
the land. 
Other farms which I visited were in} 
process of being rescued from the for- 
ests. The name Latvian, by the way, 
in the old Livic tongue means “for. 
est clearer,” and the modern Latvians 
have not forgotten the leésons learned 
by their ancestors when they first be- 
gan to penetrate inland from the sea 
and become agriculturists instead of 
fishermen. 
Aided by State. 
The standard of cultivation is not 
as high as in Germany, or Poland, or 
some of the Scandinavian countries, 
but is far higher than in America} 
and probably a little better than in 
England. The Baltic barons had so 
much land that they did not care very 
much about getting high production 
per acre and consequently the peas- 
ants are unacquainted with intensive 
culture, 
The state is doing all it can to 
teach them to get the most out of their 
land. For instance, for every sack of 


fields which have been thus fertilized | 
signs are erected telling the neighbors 
the reason for the excellence of the 
crops in them. 

The cultivated area of the country | 
has increased from 1,400,000 acres in 
1920 to 2,400,000 in 1927, the produc- 
tion of grain from 309,000 tons to 721,- 
000 tons; of flax from 11,000 tons to 
19,000 tons; of hay from 1,290,000 tons} 
to 1,782,000 tons and of potatoes from 
374,000 tons to 717,000 tons. The pro- 
duction of butter and other dairy prod- 
ucts has quadrupled.

LATVIANS DATE BACK 
TO MIGRATING TRIBES 
OF TWELFTH CENTURY 


The Latvian tribes ended their mi- 


twelfth century. They assimilated the 
Livs, of Finnish origin. German feu- 
dal lords gained a footing in their 
territory. About 1450, an episcopal 
state was founded in conjunction with 
the Livonian order, precursor of the 
Federal State of Livonia founded 
about 1550. It embraced Esthonia and 
Latvia of today 

later Courland [now a large part 
of Latvia] was formed into a duchy 
under Polish suzerainty and Livonia 


went into Swedish hands. 


When Sweden early in the eight- 
eenth century seized Riga and other 


crumbled Swedish power in the Baltic 
states. Russia then destroyed the 
power of Poland. Finally all Latvia 
was submissive to the Russian crown. 
Russian rule wiped out Swedish 
culture and economic standing, favor- 
ing the German Baltic barons. With 
the flow of landless peasantry to the 
cities and the development of an indus- 
trial bourgeoise, a revolutionary move- 
ment began. A revolt was crushed by 
Russia in 1905. 
In 1918 the little Baltic state was 
a sort of Flanders for the Germans 
and Russians. The Latvians fought 
the German troops under Gen. Ber- 
mondt, and the soviet army. 
Hostilities were ended when the 
Germans evacuated Courtland early in 
1920 and the Lettish national Land- 
wehr defeated the bolshevik army de- 
cisively in Latgalia. A Russio-Lat- 
vian treaty was signed at Riga on 
Aug. 11, 1920. Its main provisions 
were: payment of 4,000,000 gold rubles 
to Latvia, fixation of an ethnographic 
frontier between Russia and Latvia. 
and exemption of Latvia from paying 
any part of Russia's state debts.

The majority report, signed by Sir 
John Eldon Banes, former lord justice 
of appeal, and J. J. Withers, Conserv- 
ative member of parliament, says the 
inquiries made of the girl were neith- 
er improper nor important, despite 
her allegations that she was taken 
from work at a valve factory where 
she is employed without warning, con- 
ducted to Scotland Yard and grilled 
three hours. 

“The majority report, however, con- 
tains qualifications to the effect that 
it does not approve permitting a per- 
son to make self-incriminating 
statement without being aware of the 
consequences, and suggests that state- 

ments should ordinarily be obtained 
from persons at home rather than in 
the place of employment or by drag- 
ging them to Scotland Yard. 

It also suggests that a woman offi- 
cial should be present when intimate 
questions are asked.
